Head Coach Jones Tubb grew up 

C7q)ccting to be a coach and entered the 
University of Alabama tn pursue a degree in 
physical education. But being a product of 

the Depression, he found coaching jobs to be 

at a premium and changed his course of study 
to business, later owning a furniture business 

and a sporting goods business. 

CoQch Tubb spent 38 months in the Army 
Air Force during World War II. He served in 
both the 8th (Hnglaiid) and 9th (France; and 

Germany). At the conclusion of the war, he 
remained in Europe for almost a year. 

During that time he played with his squadron 
baseball team and was selected lo play on the
